dustry. Unless it prospers, the 

nation does not prosper. There 
are now available index numbers show- 
ing the rise and fall of the prices of 
farm products as compared with all 
commodities for a period of at least a 
half century. These numbers disclose 
the fact that in every great depression, 
the prices of farm products have been 
at a considerably lower level than the 
general level of prices. During periods 
of prosperity, on the other hand, farm 
products have sold upon practically the 
same level as the general price level. 
At no time, however, has the disparity 
between the value of farm crops and 
other commodities been so great as 
during the last three years. When 
prices began to decline in 1920, farm 
products were the first to go down, and 
they have remained below the price of 
other commodities ever since. During 
the year 1921, according to the United 
States Department of Agriculture, the 
price of farm products at the farm, was 
but 9 percent above the prices for the 
year 1913, the last year before the War 
and taken therefore as a normal year. 
At the same time, according to the 
United States Department of Labor, 
the price of all commodities at the central markets was 47 
percent above the price level of 1913. The latter figure is 
based upon prices at the central markets. And when the 
increased freight rates to the farm are added, the dis- 
parity becomes even more pronounced. In other words, 
the farmer was receiving an increase of less than 10 per- 
cent for what he had to sell and paying about 50 percent 
more for what he was compelled to buy. The sitaution has 
improved somewhat in the present year. In October, the 
price of farm commodities at the farm stood at 20 percent 
above 1913, while all commodities stood at 54 percent 
above that level. This difference, though smaller than in 
the preceding year, is altogether too large to justify any 
rational hope of a genuine and general prosperity until 
that difference is overcome. 

A comparison has been made by the Department of 
Research of the American Farm Bureau Federation, be- 
tween the total value of the twelve principal farm crops, 
for a series of years, with wholesale prices of commodities 
other than farm and food products. That comparison 
shows that in 1920, the purchasing power of the farmer 
was 75 percent of what it was in 1913, the year before the 


A GRICULTURE is still our basic in- 





great War; that in 1921, it was 61 per- 
cent, and that in 1922, down to and in- 
cluding October, it was 77 percent. 
Who can doubt that the increase of the 
purchasing power of the farmer for 
this year, as compared with the last, 
has much to do with improved business 
conditions generally? Now, if that im- 
provement continues until it has 
reached normal, we may expect the 
business of the country generally to be 
in full swing. Without the return of 
prices of farm products to their normal 
relationship with prices of other com- 
modities, we must content ourselves 
with spasmodic movements towards im- 
provement, such as we witnessed dur- 
ing the last year—now going forward a 
little, then retreating somewhat, but 
making permanent gains only as we re- 
store the logical relationship between 
the prices of farm products and the 
prices of other commodities. 

The American farmer has never gone 
through a more trying time than dur- 
ing the last three years. He has seén 
the prices of his products approach the 
pre-war level, and, in some important 
instances, fall below it. At the same 
time, he has paid substantially double 
the freight rates which he paid before 
the War, and from 25 to 150 percent more for practically 
everything he has had to buy. The much talked of deflation 
hit him first and hardest of all. He has felt therefore that 
he has a genuine grievance. He believes that the prices 
of his products, as compared with the prices of other co- 
modities before the War, were fixed by the operation of 
natural economic laws extending over a long series of 
years. Is it any wonder then, when he sees that balance 
rudely shattered, that he should think something is wrong 
with the distribution and marketing of his products? 

The farmer believes in the value of what he produces 
and knows that it is indispensable to the world if civiliza- 
tion is to go on. When he sees that the total value of an 
unusually large crop is less in the markets of the world 
than the value of a small crop, he knows that something 
is wrong in our methods of distribution. He does not need 
to be familiar with higher mathematics to feel sure that 
twelve million bales of cotton ought to be worth more than 
six million bales; for each of the twelve million bales will 
be genuinely serviceable sooner or later in clothing the 
world. Yet he has seen much improved financial condi- 
tions come to one great section of the country because 
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of an abnormally short crop of that staple. He can’t per- 
suade himself that the boll weevil is a beneficent agent of 
mankind, and yet he is compelled to admit that the cotton 
states are indebted to that little insect for their improved 
financial condition. We must confess that we have failed 
somehow in our machinery for distribution and marketing 
when the destructive insects of the farm add to the farm- 
er’s revenue. We must make provision for more orderly 
marketing. We must provide warehouse facilities for the 
surpluses in bountiful years. We know that no commodity 
will be long produced below the cost of production, and 
therefore it ought never be necessary to market any farm 
commodity below the cost of production; for if it can be 
stored and held, the world will be glad to pay that cost 
some day. 

I have heard many people criticize the present frame of 
mind of the farmer. His amiability and his serenity are 
questioned. Knowing the thing I have outlined here, is it 
to be wondered at? The farmer is not satisfied, and he 
will not be, until the proper equilibrium is restored as be- 
tween prices which he receives for his products and the 
prices of other commodities and services, including freight 
rates. He believes too that no genuine permanent pros- 
perity can come to other classes and other occupations un- 
til this balance is regained. 

You naturally ask how we shall restore this normal re- 
lationship between prices of farm commodities and serv- 
ices and other commodities and services. I answer that 
the first step is to candidly confess the truth of the prop- 
osition, that until that relationship is restored, any form 
of general and permanent prosperity is impossible. The 
mere acknowledgment of the fact in itself will be a step 
toward this restoration. More men have gone bankrupt 
because they had not the courage to look their balance 
sheets in the face than for any other single reason. When- 
ever a man in a difficult business situation squarely admits 
the facts to himself his affairs usually begin at that mo- 
ment to improve. And so it will be with the nation. Our 
persistent failure for two years and more to confess the 
truth, our reiteration of the statement that the worst is 
over, encourages those classes which have resisted read- 
justment most successfully to continue their resistance. 
We hear much complaint of the retail dealer in these 
times. It is doubtless true that in many instances he has 
refused to give his customers the reduction in price to 
which they were entitled by virtue of the lower price he 
himself has paid for his goods. So long, however, as our 
eminent financiers and our statesmen tell the world from 
week to week that the worst is over, so long will these re- 
tailers cling to their higher prices, expecting that on the 
morrow conditions will justify them. There are certain 
ciasses of our labor that have so far successfully resisted 
reduction in their wage to correspond with reduced costs 
of living. They will continue that resistance all the more 
strongly so long as they are told that we are on the eve of 
a general revival in business which will justify the wages 
they now receive. 

But let me remind the critics of the farmers that while 
they have not been as amiable possibly as formerly, they 
have not struck on their job. Everyone knew and admit- 
ted at the end of the War that readjustment must come. 
The farmers almost alone faced the readjustment without 
flinching and never relaxed their efforts for a single hour. 
They grumbled possibly, but they went on with their work. 
Their fields were being farmed at a loss in many instances, 
but they did not permit them to remain fallow. Today, 
smarting with the losses they have sustained, with superb 
courage they are facing the future and are preparing and 
planning for full activities for another vear. I assert that 
the farmer has done his full share towards post-war re- 
adjustment. 

Perhaps I have spoken in what many may regard as too 
pessimistic a strain. That has not been my intention. 
The conditions I have described will be remedied. Natural 
economic laws will restore the balance of which I have 
spoken before. Men, in their refusal to face the facts, may 
retard this restoration, but they cannot prevent it. Our 
international bankers and our statesmen will find some 
way to get our surplus raw materials to the countries that 
need them. We suddenly found ourselves, at the close of 
the war, in the position, supposedly advantageous, of being 
the creditor nation of the world. We thought that this 
was a good thing. But it soon appeared that while we had 
secured this position, we did not know what to do with it. 
‘Our bankers and our statesmen intimated to us that this 
‘position of creditor nation was not all it was represented 
to be, and that the billions that Europe wes us prevented 
us from disposing of our surpluses abroad. For, they said, 
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Europe owes us already more than it can pay unless it 
pays in gold or goods. It has not the gold, and if it pays 
in goods, it will curtail our own production. They oyer. 
looked altogether a third method of payment, namely 
making settlement by capital investment. To illustrate: 
we had double the cotton on hand that we had any do. 
mestic use for. Everyone agreed that if by some miracle 
half of it could be made to disappear, the other half would 
be worth more to the owners than the whole was before, 
At the same time there were thousands of idle spindles in 
Germany, Czecho Slovakia, Poland, and other cotton many- 
facturing countries, with idle labor clamoring for employ- 
ment, with depleted stocks of cotton manufactured goods 
everywhere. If it would have been to our advantage to 
have half of our cotton burn overnight, couldn’t some way 
have been found to get that surplus to these idle spindles, 
even if we had been compelled tc take bonds upon the 
plants or stock in the enterprises. That is what England 
was doing for a hundred years while she was the creditor 
nation of the world. Her imports exceeded her exports 
for many years and yet she was growing richer all the 
time because of the income she received from her capital 
investments abroad. We are now 1s a creditor nation and 
we have not learned yet how to utilize the advantages 
which this position confers upon us. We are learning, 
however, and we will some day master the situation. 

And then, too, the farmer’s problems are being met and 
solved, in a large measure, in Holland and Denmark and 


-among the fruit growers of California, the tobacco grow. 


ers of the country, the cotton growers of the south, and 
many other branches of American agriculture, by the or- 
ganization of farmers’ cooperative societies. These go- 
cieties do not attempt to arbitrarily fix prices. They do 
study the probable demand and atteiapt tc adjust produc- 
tion to meet that demand. Instead of throwing the entire 
season’s crop upon the market within a few short weeks, 
they provide for orderly marketing of their products. The 
tendency of this is to stabilize the market. And stabiliz- 
ing the market of any product is in the end best for the 
consumer and the producer alike. It is never a good thing 
for anyone when any useful commodity is sold for less 
than cost, for under the inexorable laws of economics cur- 
tailed production will follow until prices abnormally high 
are the result. Any commodity that is produced profitably 
year after year will in a long series of years be produced 
more cheaply than where there are violent fluctuations. 


Many cooperative societies for the sale of farm prod- 
ucts are being formed. Some of them will doubtiess fail 
from lack of efficient management. Others too will fail if 
they attempt arbitrarily to fix the price so high as to yield 
an unreasonable profit. For in that case more men will 
rush into the production of that particular product and the 
supply will exceed the world’s demand. These crganiza- 
tions now being formed under the direction of the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation are seeking to avoid this 
peril. They are based upon sound economic principles. 
They recognize the fact that over a long period of years 
the law of supply and demand fixes the price of every 
commodity. They know too that when the price of wheat 
on Wednesday of one week is ten 2ents more a bushel 
than it was on the Tuesday of the week before, this law 
of supply and demand is not freely operating cn }:oth days. 
And that difference may mean the difference between a 
profit or loss upon a whole year’s work of the farmer. By 
orderly intelligent marketing they seek to correct this in- 
justice. This great organization too is builded upon a 
correct principle. First there was the county farm bu- 
reau. Then in many states came the state organization. 
And so the American Farm Bureau Federation rests upon 


the same principle as our Federal Government. It thus 
has vitality in all its parts. This strength is the total 
strength of all the county bureaus of the land. Through 


them it is in daily contact with men who live and produce 
upon the farm. 

The principle of federation offers the largest promise 
for success in farmers’ cooperative movements. Farmers’ 
elevators, cooperative creameries and cheese factories, and 
all other similar local enterprises should be encouraged 
by the county farm bureau everywhere. The farmer sees 
some tangible result of cooperation in these smaller en 
terprises. When these are in successful operation it is 
easy, by a natural process of evolution, to bring about uni- 
fied action through the principle of federation. In this 
way a cooperative society covering as large an area as 
may be thought desirable can naturally be brought about. 
One of the most successful organizations for marketing 
whole milk that I know about is that of the Twin Cities

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Family Promotion 


HE HOMESTEAD CLUB, organized the last of Feb- 
T ruary, is losing no time in developing activities to 

bring this worthy strain into added prominence. A 
National Homestead Sale is to be held on May 31, and it 
is planned to sell about sixty-five head of carefully se- 
lected members of this family. The early support ex- 
tended for such a sale and the interest which the pre- 
liminary announcement is arousing promise much for the 
success of this event. 

The Homestead strain is founded on the blood lines 
of the famous S. B. Jones herd and takes its name from 
Homestead Jr. De Kol, who was probably the dominating 
influence in a succession of sires including Aaltje Salo 
3d’s Tritomia Netherland, De Kol Burke, Mooie Mutual 
De Kol, Fobes Tritomia Mutual De Kol and Canary Paul. 

Homestead Jr. De Kol, himself, was sired by Paul De 
Kol Jr., son of Sadie Vale Concordia, first 30-lb. A. R. O. 
cow, and Paul De Kol, he out of Pauline Paul and by a son 
of De Kol 2d. The dam of Homestead Jr. De Kol was 
Homestead Heroine De Kol, an 18-lb. daughter of Pieter- 
tie Hengerveld’s Paul De Kol, who was by De Kol 2d’s 
Paul De Kol, son of De Kol 2d and Paul De Kol, and out 
of Pietertje Hengerveld, a great transmitting daughter 
of Netherland Hengerveld, former world’s champion, and 
Milla’s Pietertje Netherland. The maternal grandam of 
Homestead Jr. De Kol is Heroine De Kol, a 19-lb. cow, 
sired by a son of De Kol 2d’s Alban and out of a daughter 
of De Kol 2d’s Alban, the next dam being a daughter of 
De Kol 2d’s Prince. Homestead Jr. De Kol, therefore, 
traces six times close up in his pedigree to De Kol 2d 
through three of her sons and combines with this breed- 
ing the blood of Milla’s Pietertje Netherland, Netherland 
Hengerveld, Pauline Paul, and Sadie Vale Concordia. 
These blood lines in various combinations have undouht- 
edly produced more of the high record animals of the 
breed than can be credited to any other equal number 
of distinct families. It is the contention of the Homestead 
adherents that there is special merit in the particular 
combination of these blood lines with the blood of the 
other sires used in the S. B. Jones herd. The records 
that have been made by cows representing this combina- 
tion and the conformation that usually goes with it give 
point to that contention. There is, fortunately, no dis- 
position to claim a monopoly of the superlative quality 
of the breed for the Homestead family. The efforts that 
will be put forth to promote the Homestead organization 
will be constructive and nothing of a destructive nature 
will be tolerated by the club management. 


There are also signs of activity on the part of the 
Colantha Club formed last June. This family is rather 
more clearly defined than is the case with the Home- 
stead group. The Colantha name has been carried down 
entirely from the foundation dam, Colantha, but the Co- 
lantha Club is based on the descendants of Colantha 4th’s 
Johanna, famous granddaughter of Colantha, and more 
specifically through her two sons, Colantha Johanna Lad, 
and Colantha Johanna Champion. Through these two 
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sires are brought into the picture also the famous gar. 
castic Lad, sire of Colantha Johanna Lad, and Sir Fayne 
Concordia, a Homestead bull (son of Homestead Jr, pe 
Kol out of a daughter of Aaltje Salo 3d’s Tritomia Neth. 
erland) sire of Colantha Johanna Champion. The Co- 
lantha Club is preparing attractive literature regarding 
the achievements of the family and an aggressive ad. 
vertising campaign is being projected. 

These efforts to promote through organization and 
advertising the interests of definite families within the 
breed are very commendable. They are founded on 
sound business principles from the standpoint of the 
breeders who are interested in these families and should 
bring about increased achievement for those families as 
a result of the detailed knowledge that will be spread 
and the increased appreciation for these families that 
will undoubtedly follow this knowledge. 

There is one danger that is always present when some 
individual or family attains special prominence or popv. 
larity and that is the possibility of having inferior apnj- 
mals inflicted on beginners at extravagant prices because 
of relationships, more or less distant, to the animal or 
family in the limelight. In the past we have suffered 
from the craze of chasing after records regardless of ip- 
dividuality or blood lines; we have suffered from a color 
fad that caused us to discriminate against superior ani. 
mals on account of the color of their hair and we may, 
perhaps, have swung too far in another direction in some 
instances in disregarding every factor except that of the 
type of the animal itself. 

Sound and lasting progress will be achieved only by 
the skillful application of all essential factors. The suc- 
cessful breeder will strive to combine the true type with 
superlative production and will realize that this can be 
perpetuated and transmitted with certainty to succeeding 
generations only through the blood lines or inheritance 
which his breeding animals carry. A great work in behalf 
of the breed is possible for the Colantha and Homestead 
clubs and other family organizations that may be formed. 
If they are to prove of the greatest benefit to their mem- 
bers as well as to the industry as a whole, they must work 
faithfully and conscientiously, both within their own mem- 
bership and without, to prevent the palming off of counter- 
feits on the strength of family relationships and the over- 
emphasis of relationships that are so distant that the 
diffusion of the original blood has rendered it of doubtful 
force and value in the pedigree. 


The Dairy Queen Series 


O FEATURE of the World in years has aroused the 
N favorable comment on the part of our readers that 

has followed the starting of the Dairy Queen Series. 
This consists of a presentation of the complete pedigrees 
of the cows of our breed which have produced over 1000 
Ibs. butterfat in a year, with pictures of each cow. It was 
our original intention to print extra copies of these pedi- 
grees as they appear each week and bind them all to- 
gether at the end of the year in booklet form. A brief 
editorial announcement of this booklet resulted in orders 
for several hundred copies. 

The enthusiastic reception given this idea has brought 
about a decision to enlarge the work considerably from 
the original conception. According to present plans, we 
will present in addition to the pedigrees and pictures of 
the cows themselves, an analytical study of these _ pedi- 
grees, summarizing the different lines of breeding rep- 
resented and drawing such conclusions from them as the 
facts may warrant. We plan also to include reasonably 
complete sketches of the various foundation families repre- 
resented with profuse illustrations. We feel that such a 
book would provide a hitherto unequalled opportunity to 
study the bloodtines and type of our greatest producing 
animals. 

Definite estimates regarding the cost of such a work 
have not yet been completed. It will be our policy, how- 
ever, to keep the selling price as low as possible in the 
interest of wide, popular distribution. What do you think 
of the idea? 


The New Poster 
HE EXTENSION Service has prepared and is now 
7 distributing a remarkable poster, demonstrating the 
value of the purebred sire. It is based on the results 
of the Iowa experiment, which are strikingly displayed by 
a presentation of the actual production of the original 
scrub dams, their half blood Holstein daughters by pure- 
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bred Holstein sires, and their three-quarter blood grand- 
daughters also by purebred Holstein sires. This produc- 
tion is set forth pictorially by showing stacks of milk 
cans and butter tubs, representing the actual production 
through a series of years. The increase in production 
through succeeding generations is thus impressed upon the 
most casual observer. A half blood grade Holstein produced 
58 per cent more butter and 83 per cent more milk, 
while the three-quarter blood Holsteins produced 
over the scrub grandams amounting to 180 _ per 
cent for milk production and 128 per cent for 
putter production. The heading states that purebred 
pulls increase yield, while a display line at the 
pottom quotes from the U. S. Dairy Division, “As _ the 
production of a cow is doubled, profits increase three 
times, as production is trebled—profits increase six times.” 
A large picture of the “True Type” Holstein-Friesian sire 
is the only Holstein illustration and is labelled “The bull 
is more than hatf the herd.” The poster measures 42 by

31 inches and is bound with metal strips at top and bot- 


tom. It is designed for display in banks and other pub- 
lic places where dairymen may have an opportunity of 
seeing it. The cooperation of our breeders is asked by the 
Extension Department in getting the widest possible dis- 
tribution and display of these posters.

A DIFFERENT FORM OF BULL 
ORGANIZATION 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Last November we organized the 
Todd Co. Holstein-Friesian Bull Asso- 
ciation and decided to buy two bulls 
with 1000-Ib. backing, these to be 
placed in two communities, one at 
the M. E. Gutches farm at Long Prai- 
rie and the other at the P. J.Nelson 
farm at Clarissa. They are to remain 
at these farms for two years and then 
exchange places. 

We are perhaps differently organ- 
ized than most Bull Associations. 
Twelve breeders started the organi- 
zation but it is open to any breeder 
of purebred Holsteins in the county. 
We pledged ourselves to breed a cer- 
tain number of cows to these bulls at 
a service fee of twenty-five dollars, 
the first service fee paid by the breed- 
er makes him a member of the associa- 
tion and gives him one share in the 
two bulls. 

If the bulls are sold in the future, 
this money will be divided among 
the members according to the amount 
of service fees paid to the organization 
or the money applied on the purchase 
price of another bull. 

The Clarissa State Bank backed up 
the pxoposition by loaning us the 
money to buy these bulls, the service 
fees to be applied on the note until 
paid. ° 

M. E. Gutches, Julius Ause, our 
County Agent and myself were ap- 
pointed by a committee to buy these 
bulls. We started out with a car and 
were gone just a week, traveling over 
2,000 miles, visiting some of the best 
herds in Minnesota, Iowa and Wiscon- 
sin. 

We found lots of bulls for sale, how- 
ever those of good type and 1000-lb. 


records on both sides of the pedigree 
are not as plentiful. 

We purchased one-half interest in 
King Piebe 6th from Hargrove & Ar- 
nold of Norwalk, Iowa. King Piebe 
6th is sired by King Piebe, whose two 
nearest dams average 1265.85 lbs. but- 
ter in 365 days, at the average age 
of three years. His own dam, Miss 


Ormsby Jewel has a_ record at 22 
months of 617.56 Ibs. butter in 365 


days and is expected to make 1000 lbs. 
as a Junior three-year-old. King Piebe 
6th is a double grandson of K. P. O. 
P., whose two nearest dams average 
1312.38 lbs. butter, 29,641.7 lbs. milk 
in 365 days, world’s record combined 
milk and butter production. 

To work with King Piebe 6th we 
purchased from John Erickson & Son, 
of Waupaca, Wisconsin, Marathon Bess 
Burke 18th, a son of Marathon Bess 
Burke and Princess Della. 

The six nearest dams of Marathon 
Bess Burke 18th average 1021.11 lbs. 
butter in 365 days. His sire’s two 
nearest dams average 1276.87 lbs. but- 
ter and 28,137.45 lbs. of milk. His 
three nearest dams average 1215.91 
Ibs. butter. His four nearest dams 
average 1220.77 lbs. butter. His five 
nearest dams average 1128.44 lbs. but- 
ter in 365 days. He is a full brother 
to Princess Della 3d, new world’s cham- 
pion three-year-old in 10 months’ test. 

More than 100 cows will be bred to 
these bulls this first year and no doubt 
more than this number next year, as 
the small breeders in the county be- 
gin to realize the value of this class 
of breeding. 

In these bulls we have world’s rec- 
ord breeding as well as show type, 
and I believe this step is the begin- 
ing of Holstein History for Todd 
County.

ORD OF ACHIEVEMENT 


The boys and girls of Hampden 
County, Massachusetts who entered 
the Holstein Calf Club, last spring, 
not only have made a good record for 
themselves but have also been in- 
strumental in improving the breeding 
methods on the home farm. 

During the spring of 1922 a Holstein 
Calf Club was organized in Hampden 
County, Massachusetts. Among its 
members was Arthur Files, a very 
active farm boy who was anxious to 
secure a good heifer and be a mem- 
ber of the club. In May, Files se- 
cured his heifer at the New England 
Holstein Sale at Springfield, as did 
several other members of the club. 
Files bought a bred heifer, for $195, 
that was due in November. She was 
of good size, carrying a straight top, 
and showed good dairy conformation 
all the way through. 

During the summer Files took good 
care of his heifer and just before the 
Eastern States Exposition blanketed 
and groomed her to get her in the 
pink of condition. He entered her 
not only in the Calf Club classes but 
also in the open classes, where of 
course it was necessary to compete 
with the old time breeders. In the 
Calf Club classes his heifer won Ist 
prize for heifers over 1 year of age. 
The prize offered for this was $50.00. 
Two days later the heifer was shown 
in the open classes and won 2d prize 
of $25.00. As this heifer placed the 
highest of any Massachusetts cattle 
in her class she was a member of the 
Massachusetts State Herd at the Ex- 
position. Later in the fall Files be- 
came so interested in exhibiting his 
heifer that he showed her at the Tri- 
County Fair at Northampton, and 
here she won Ist plaee in her class. 

Along the latter part of October a 
Mr. Frizell, from Sydney, Australia, 
was in New England looking for high 
class bred heifers and while he was 
looking for these animals he visited 
the farm of Files’ father and saw this 
heifer. He was very much pleased 
with her and offered Files $400 for 
her. The boy was so much interest- 
ed in the heifer, however, that he re- 
fused to accept the offer. The heifer 
freshened in November with a nice 
heifer calf, which, by the way, is a 
half-sister to a heifer owned by Luth- 
er Chapin, another member of the 
same club. 

The work of Arthur Files shows 
what a good active club member can 
accomplish, if he is interested in live- 
stock and is willing to work. 

This is not the only success which 
Files has achieved in the Calf Club. 
His father has become interested in 
having a clean herd of good cattle, 
and his grade herd has been tested 
and discarded and purebreds from an 
Accredited herd have been purchased 
to take their place. A year ago the 
Files’ herd was composed of grade 
and scrub cattle; today the herd is 


much smaller but entirely purebred 
and free from Tuberculosis. 

Another father whose son was in 
the Calf Club has become interested 
in testing his herd and making re- 
placements with purebreds. Roy K. 


Lambson of Southwick, whose son, 
De Witt, was in the Hampden 
County Calf Club last year, had 
no purebreds and the herd had 
not been tested for Tuberculosis. 
When __—itthe purebred club calf 


from a herd under Federal supervis- 
ion was purchased it had to be iso- 
lated and this called to the attention 
of the father that his herd should be 
tested. The herd has been tested, 
several reacters removed and replaced 
with purebreds from an Accredited 
herd. This herd which had no pure- 
breds a year ago now boasts of 5 
purebred females and an excellent 
Holstein herd sire. 

It is difficult to say where and 
when the influence of the Hampden 
County Calf Club will end.

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ARGENTINE CATTLE INDUSTRY 
DEMORALIZED 


The Argentine cattle industry is in 
a demoralized condition as a result 
of over-production due to high prices 
during the war, according to D. S. 
Bullock, representative of the United 
States Department of Agriculture just 
returned from a two year’s study of 
the situation in Argentina. 

During the war Argentine cattle 
raisers kept all female animals for 
breeding purposes, and a tremendous 
over-supply for which there is prac- 
tically no market has developed. 
Five- and six-year-old cows in Janu- 
ary were selling for less than $10 a 
head, Mr. Bullock reports. 

A warning is also sounded to Ameri- 
can breeders that there is now no 
market in Argentina for purebred 
live stock other than for dairy cattle 


and hogs. Breeding operations in 
Argentina are at a standstill. Hog 
prices have dropped about 30 per 


cent since the war. 

“The present depression has been 
gradually becoming more and more 
acute during the past two years, fol- 
lowing seven years of high prices and 
unprecedented prosperity,” Mr. Bull- 
ock says. “Late in 1920 cattle prices 
began to fall rapidly and by July, 1921 
chilled beef steers, which had sold 
during the boom for the equivalent 
of $100 to $125 per head brought less 
than $50. In January this year the 
quotation was $38 or approximately 
$3 per 100 pounds, live weight. 

“Since cattle raising is the most 
important industry in Argentina the 
eattle crisis has become a political 
issue and bills are now before the Ar- 
gentine Congress to regulate more 
closely the packing houses and auc- 
tion markets to prevent combinations 
in restraint of trade, and finally to 
establish a Governnient-owned pack- 
ing house. 

“Although cattle prices were ap- 
proximately $5 per 100 pounds lower 
in Argentina than in Chicago, figures 
show only small exports to the United 
States. With the present tariff of 3 
cents per pound and relatively high 
ocean freight rates it does not seem 
probable that Argentine beef can com- 
pete in United States markets,” Mr. 
Bullock says. U. S. Dept. of Agr.

RULING ON FEEDING MINERALS 
TO TEST COWS 


During the last few weeks I have 
received quite a number of inquiries 
from supervisors and owners in re- 
gard to the feeding of what is known 
as mineral feed, of which there seems 
to be several different makes, and 
have in every instance advised that it 
was not allowable to feed such feeds 
to cows on official test. I have also 
lately had my attention called by 
Superintendents of Official Testing to 
the use of these mineral feeds, one 
Superintendent stating that agents 
for one of the feeds were promising 
high results in testing for advanced 
registration or no pay. Also, my atten- 
tion has been called to methods of 
advertising such feeds, the advertisers 
instancing cows showing very large 
productions, with the implication that 
the large production was because of 
the cow having been fed the particu- 
lar mineral feed. These advertise- 
ments refer mostly to long-time test- 
ing, with no mention whether the feed 
was fed during the monthly official 
test periods or during the non-official 
part of the month, but carry the im- 
pression that the feed increased the 
production. 

It has surprised me that owners 
were willing to have the claim vir- 
tually made that the great production 
was not because of the general ex- 
cellence and great productive capac- 
ity of the cow, but because she was 
fed the special feed. Some owners do 
not yet seem to understand that Rule 
5, as found on pages 15 and 16 of the 
revised Hand Book, means just what 
it says, and that it is not allowable to 
feed anything of a_ stimulative or 
medicinal nature to cows on official 
test, except as provided by the rule. 
The makers of the several mineral 
feeds specifically claim that they are 
not medicines and not stimulative, to 
which claim some of the agents evi- 
dently do not confine themselves. If 
the formulas given are trustworthy 
there would seem to be little in any 
of these feeds which the owner is not 
allowed under the rules of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association to feed in 
some form, provided he himself pre- 
pares the feed; and if the public get 
the idea that production is dependent 
on any special feed given the cow, it 
will credit the feed and not the cow 
with that production. Any such atti- 
tude would be bad for the owner and 
bad for advanced registration. It has 
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always been allowable to feed bone 
meal, salt, sulphur, charcoal and 
wood-ashes; and these _ substances 
contain all that any cow can possibly 
require in the line of mineral feed for 
herself, for her milk or for the foetus. 
If the feeding of any mineral feed can 
get results beyond the normal capac- 
ity of the cow when fed such sub- 
stances as the rules allow, there 
must be some substance of a stimu. 
lative nature in that feed not allow. 
able under the rules of the Associa- 
tion. In order to clarify the situation 
as to these so-cailed mineral feeds 
and make it plain to all as Superin- 
tendent of Advanced Registry | an- 
nounce as follows: 

The Advanced Registry Office wil] 
not knowlingly accept any test for ad- 
vanced registration where the cow 
has been fed any proprietary mineral 
feed while under official test; and if 
after a certificate has been issued it 
come to the knowledge of the Super- 
intendent that such feed has been fed 
to any cow, it will be held as evident 
that it was the intent of the owner to 
stimulate the cow during test or to 
try to obtain an advantage contrary 
to the rules, and the matter will be 
laid before the Board of Directors 
with a recommendation that the cer- 
tificate or certificates be cancelled.

How was that handicap overcome? 
Nothing to it—easy as pie! The Jer- 
sey people “standardize” their pro- 
duct by skimming it down until the 
butterfat content ranges around 4%, 
which is about the same as Arp’s Hol- 
stein milk. The company considers 
this skimmed cream clear velvet, pay- 
ing only 25c a gallon for the whole 
milk. 

Eugene milk consumers are not all 
well posted on the processes of past- 
eurizing companies and the relative 
percentages of butterfat, but they 
noticed that the cream line was about 
the same place in all the bottled pro- 
duct, whether it came from Holstein 
er Jersey cows. Since the freshness 
and flavor were on the side of the 
Holstein milk it is easy to see why 
Arp’s customers flocked back into his 
fold, bringing others with them. 

“It is all we can do to keep enough 
milk and cream for our Own use,” 
says Mr. Arp. “We are selling more 
cream now than when we kept Jer- 
seys, our customers paying 15c a half 
pint for six gallons a day. They are 
also taking 300 quarts of milk at 12c.” 

Eugene physicians are helping Arp 
by recommending Holstein milk to all 
who are taking the milk diet. He 
now has 15 customers who are each 
drinking about six quarts a day. One 
patient has gained 35 pounds in a 
month and a half. 

Although last summer was one of 
the hottest, driest that Oregon dairy- 
men have for many years experienced, 
Arp’s cows showed no falling off in 
milk production. Thirty cows gave an 
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average of seven gallons a day. 
Proper feeding, together with plenty 
of shade and pure water, account for 
sustained production. The grain ra- 
tion consists of oats, barley, corn, mill 
run and soy bean meal, to which cot- 
tonseed meal is added until the grass 
dries up in the spring, when oil meal 
is substituted, because it is more

laxitive. One pound of this mixture 
is fed for each four pounds of milk 
produced. Clover hay is fed in the 
morning, oat silage at noon and oat 
and vetch silage in the evening. 

Of course such heavy and uniform 
production would not be_ possible 
without good blood and careful breed- 
ing. Arp provided for this by laying 
the foundation of his herd on Tilly Al- 
cartra stock, and added several other 
good strains. Geneseo Alcartra King 
Mead and six of the first cows pur- 
chased are direct descendents of the 
sire of the famous Tilly. 
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Another little stunt which Arp 
pulled off last year was the selling of 
$2,400 worth of bulls at prices rang- 
ing from $100 to $350, although his 
neighbors had all kinds of good bulls, 
which they were unable to dispose of 
at profitable prices. “It is easy to 
brag on breeding and to make big 
claims regarding milk and butterfat 
production,” says Arp, “but buyers 
who pay fancy prices for dairy stock 
insist on being shown not only pedi- 
grees but official test records.” 

Arp began testing operations by 
doing all the work himself, getting up 
at midnight every day for a year and 
a half so the cows might be relieved 
of their lacteal burden every six 
hours. Then he turned the work over 
to S. J. Miller, who has been with him 
five years and whom he says is “some 
dairyman.” 

Ten cows which have completed 
yearly tests show milk production 
from 17,676 to 26,521 pounds and but- 
terfat from 607 to 829 pounds, aver- 
aging 21,772 and 720. Only four of 
them are mature cows, the others hay- 
ing not yet reached the age of maxi- 
mum production. The butter yield 
averages 900 pounds. Two of the 
cows’ produced over 1,000 pounds 
each. One is the state champion four- 
year-old and another the State cham- 
pion three-year-old. 

Arp has set his mark at 100 pure- 
bred Holstein cows, averaging 10 tons 
of milk a year. This seems like a 
high stake to play for, but the first 
ten cows to complete tests averaged 
nearly 11 tons and six of them are not 
yet.mature. Mr. Arp expects within 
a few years to increase his herd from 
67 to 85 head of cattle and to then sell 
$6,000 to $7,000 worth of breeding 
stock each year. 

If cows could speak they would 
probably say that one of the very 
nicest things about Arp’s dairy is the 
big shed, 50 by 120 feet, which pro-

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tects them from the hot sun in the 
summer and the cold rain in the 
winter. It is popularly supposed to 
rain all the time in the Williamette 
valley and for months at a time it 
comes very near doing it. “Lumber 
is cheaper than feed and lasts longer,” 
says Arp. A narrow mow in the center 
is filled with straw, which is spread 
over the dirt floor while the cows are 
in the barn being milked. Each spring 
300 loads of the finest kind of manure 
are hauled out of the big shed and 
spread on clover sod, together with 
a large quantity from the dairy barn. 

Clover being the best legume for 
this section, Arp has adopted it as the 
main crop to provide roughage and 
fertility for his fine 100-acre farm and 
140 acres more which he has rented. 
He follows a five-year rotation: 
clover, three years; oats, one year; 
corn, one year. The corn is used for 
silage. A 50-acre field tasselled out 
this year head-high, without a drop of 
rain after planting, due to a good, fer. 
tile seed bed and frequent cultivation. 
The oat field promises a 50-bushel 
yield. 

Vetch is another good legume, but 
does not fit well in the rotation, hence 
little is grown. The clover is sown in 
September, after the corn has been 
cut for silage. Arp believes in heavy 
seeding, using 20 pounds of clover 
seed per acre, instead of eight or ten. 
A thick stand makes better hay, he 
Says, and provides a surplus for pos- 
sible winter killing. 

Seven men are employed at salaries 
ranging from $75 to $110 a month, the 
latter being as much as Arp received 
for a year’s labor when he began 
working on an Iowa farm at the age 
of 16. Of course he got his board, but 
his men are furnished a house, garden 
and milk. Arp saved $800 the first 
five years, which was considerably 
more than his total wages for this 
period, although his salary was raised 
to $20 the last two years. 

Has, the eldest son, is a chip out of 
the old block, preferring Holstein 
dairying to everything else, even 
high school, which he quit at the close 
of his freshman year so he could stay 
home and raise calves. Now he makes 
a full hand at milking. Although but 
19 years of age, he is thoroughly 
posted on Holstein families and dairy- 
ing. At present he is making a three 
months tour of the leading Holstein 
herds of Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
His sister Millie is 17 and does a good 
share of the office work, using an 
adding machine to compute test rec- 
ords.

THE LLENROC SALE AND SHOW 

One of the most encouraging sales that has been held this season was 
the Llenroc Reduction Sale, when 47 head from the herd of W. C. Houck & 
Sons of Chippewa, Ont., brought a total of $14,155, or an average of just 
over $300 a head. This sale indicates that Holstein breeders of the United 
States and Canada are always willing to pay reasonably good prices for good 
Holsteins. Some very good bargains were picked up. but the prices on the 
whole were fairly satisfactory to both buyer and seller. 

Top price of $1800 was paid by Winterthur Farms of Winterthur, Del., for 
King Bess Burke Alice, an 11 months old son of Winterthur Bess Ormsby 
Boast from an 1180-lb. Jemima cow. His dam was one of the features of the 
Jemima Show, which preceded the sale, and she is from a 30-lb. three-fourths 
sister to old Jemima. The sire is one of the Winterthur Farms bulls, a son 
of King of the Ormsbys and Bess Johanna Ormsby, the new 44-lb. cow. He 
was used in the Houck Herd for some months and had five sons in the sale 
which brought an average of $583.00. This price of $1800 is the highest that 
has been paid for a Holstein bul! in public sale for some time. Top price 
for females and the second highest price in the sale was $1500 paid by Flock 
Bros. Co. of Montoursville, Pa., for Woodcrest Johanna, a 1000-lb. daughter 
of a 1000-lb. cow. She is a daughter of the W. B. Barney & Son herd sire, 
Woodcrest Sir Clyde, and her dam with a 1000-lb. record, made at the age

in Minnesota. One of the founders of 
this organization, in explaining this to 
me, said that their success was due in 
a large measure to the fact that there 
were already many cooperative crea1m- 
eries in the particular territory. The 
members of these understood the 
principles and practice of cooperation 
and it was easy to induce them to go 
into the larger enterprise and to sup- 
port that enterprise intelligently and 
loyally. 

The farmer has had great di'ficulty 
in securing legitimate credits for his 
, operations. The date »f maturity of 
credits granted by the banks is based 
upon commercial and industrial needs. 
In other words, the merchant expects 
to dispose of his goods within two or 
three or four months, and the maau- 
facturer likewise expects to convert 
his raw material and hig labor into 
finished product within the same time. 
Therefore bank credits generally are 
limited to that time. This does uot 
meet the need of the farmer, whose 
turnover, in most instances, requires 
a year of time. And yet it is just as 
legitimate a use of credit for produc- 
tion purposes to loan to the farmer in 
such cases, for a year, as it is to loan 
to the merchant or manufacturer for 
ninety days. The theory of legitimate 
credits for production is that such 
credits should be granted only for 
such time as is necessary to put the 
article produced on the way to con- 
sumption. If the time for this is nine- 
ty days, a ninety-day credit is proper. 
If, on the other hand, a year, as in 
case of most farm crops, a year is 
equally legitimate and proper. 

While we have been developing in 
this country the best scientific educa- 
tion that any country has had—our 
agricultural colleges have made mar- 
velous progress in the last genera- 
tion—we have found it difficult to 
transmit that science from the class- 
room to the farm. We have not been 
able to get it from the college halls 
out upon the fields, and that is exact- 
ly what the county agent is doing to- 
day. He too it is who gets the farm- 
ers to cooperate with one another 
along practical and successful lines. 
I have more faith in an improved and 
permanent agriulture throuph the 
agency of the farm county bureau 
than in any other single instrumental- 
ity we have. I regard it the most 
hopeful movement of modern times. 


As I have pointed out, the consumer 
in the end is benefited by farmers’ co- 
operative societies, but beyond that 
our people generally cannot prosper 
unless the farmer prospers, so long 
as we remain an agricultural nation. 
About a third of our entire population 
derives its livelihood directly from 
the soil. 


The most disturbing thing, from the 
farmer’s standpoint, is the demoral- 
ized condition of Europe. It is con- 
ceivable that other industries may 
succeed fairly well without a stabil- 
ized Europe, but never the American 
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of almost 11 years is a three-fourths sister to old Jemima. Flock Bros. took 
several other good ones, including a 20-lb. four-year-old from a 30-lb. three. 
fourths sister to old Jemima, who brought $600. 

Another good buyer was A. S. Deysher of Reading, Pa., who bought 
several good ones, including Duchess Lucy Posch, a 25-lb. cow with a goog 
year record for $700. One of the principal bidders on the $1800 bull was 
A. P. Bigelow of Middlesex, Vt., who finally purchased another son of Boast 
from a great 26-lb. dam for $400. There was a large attendance and many 
buyers were present from both the United States and Canada. Apparently, 
many of those present were unaccustomed to auction sales and bidding was 
some of the time a little bit slow. Good work was done by the three auc- 
tioneers, George W. Baxter and Glenn R. Mead of New York State and L. RB, 
Franklin of Toronto, as well as by the box man, S T Wood. 

The Jemima Demonstration 


The first event of the day was the Jemima Demonstration, conducted 
by R. E. Haeger, well known Holstein judge. Some of the best members of 
the Jemima family were brought out before the admiring crowd and good 
points were commented upon by the judge, who called particular attention 
to the uniformity of their heads, with large strong muzzles, bright prominent 
eyes, and other indications of dairy temperament and capacity. He also 
called particular attention to the strength, quality, capacity, udder develop- 
ment, constitution and longevity, illustrating the latter with a 15-year-old 
cow, the world’s champion, as a 12-year-old with 1272 lbs. Four daughters 
of old Jemima took part in this demonstration, including the “dark twin” 
with over 29,000 lbs. milk, the light twin who has just made over 900 Ibs, 
butter and Johanna Jemima Posch, the 1215-lb. daughter. Daughters of these 
three Jemima daughters were also shown, including Llenroc Lady Jemima, 
a daughter of the 1215-lb. cow, who was just finishing her second 1000-Ib. 
record. Judge Haeger then called attention to a get of sire group, consist- 
ing of four daughtérs of Riverside Sir Aaggie De Kol with year records 
averaging close to 1100 lbs. They were all from Jemima dams, two of them 
being the famous Jemima twins, the third being the 1180-lb. “Alice” cow, 
dam of the $1400 bull, and the fourth being the twice 1000-lb. daughter of 
the 1215-lb. cow. They made a great display of uniformity, quality, and 
capacity, as well as producion.

And yet if the 
present tendency goes on, in another 
decade the Mississippi Valley will be 
dotted with abandoned farms because 
no one can be found who will till 
them. 

The well-being of American agricul- 
ture is essential to the well-being and 
progress of the entire nation. No 
national policy for America is sound 
which does not make agriculture its 
very corner-stone. 

The historian of Rome tells us that 
the decadence of that great empire 
began with the desertion of the farm 
for the superior attractions and ease 
of living in the city of Rome. Indeed, 
Ferrero, the great historian, has found 
already much in present day condi- 
tions in America to remind him of that 
period in the history of the Roman 
empire. Shall we not take warning 
and while it is yet time see to it that 
American agriculture shall be guard- 
ed at whatever cost? 

The agricultural problein is not a 
class problem, as many seem to think. 
It involves the very existence of our 
institutions, as I believe. No ‘nan can 
contemplate the future of America 
with assurance unless America is to 
remain fundamentally an agricultural 
nation. Nature set us apart for an 
agricultural nation. The very c] ar- 
acter of our institutions is suited best 
to an _ agricultural population. In 
times of stress, when clouds gather 
upon our horizon, we turn from the 
smokestacks of our industrial centers 
to the open fields, and thank God for 
the millions of American farmers who 
live upon the farms they own. For 
we know that in the quiet of the coun- 
try these millions of men and women 
still have time to think and pray. We
